Assassinations were never as numerous 
as. -hey now are, and as for attempts to rob 
w ith violence, they* are perpetrated even 
in oniDiou3eg, Immorality has become sin­ 
gularly gross. 
The Palais Royal has be­ 
come almost the great Rialto of vice i t was 
beforo 1830. 
Girls of 12 and 13 years are 
there in numbers plying an infamous trade 
to enrich monsters who drive them on the 
street. 
The insolence of the lower classes 
is intolerable, especially to priests aud 
nnns. 
A ll this is. going to briug on a re­ 
action, which w ili confide power to a 
sword. 
The general elections will produce 
great excitem ent. 
A shop-keeper said to 
me a day or two since : 11 A s soon as the 
canvass begins I will sell nothing ; people 
w ill do nothiDg but drink ; no work will 
be don e; no money w ill be made.”

T be moat curious ropnrts are being circu­ 
lated a t W ashington regarding the inten­ 
tio n s of the new A dm iuis’.ratiuu. 
Among 
th e m ost singular of them are the reports 
th a t George G orham is to be given the 
office of Public P rin ter, and th a t ex-3en- 
a to r D orsey is to he offered the portfolio of 
th e Postm aster-G eneral. 
I t is also said 
th a t Gorham is to he th e Republican cau­ 
cus nominee for Secretary of th e Senate, 
th ough m erely as a com plim ent, since th e 
Dem ocrats w ill elect the Secretary. 
I t is 
of course perfectly apparent th a t if Preri- 
d e n t A rth u r m eans to carry on t th e policy 
o f G eneral Garfield, he cannot begin by 
rew arding the m en who were th e m ost un­ 
scrupulous and b itter foes of th e late A d­ 
m inistration. 
In fact th e appointm ent of 
G eorge G orham to a public office, and the 
■offer of a C abinet position 
to Dor3ey, 
w ould be notice to th e 
country th at 
G eneral G arfield’s program an was to be 
n o t 
m erely 
autagonizsd, b u t reversed. 
F o r while Gorham was th e m ost senrri- 
ioua and defam atory assailant of the late 
P resident, 
Dorsey 
is 
im plicated 
in 
th e S tar 
route 
frauds, 
and 
G orham 
h as also acquired an evil notoriety by his 
im pudent defense 
of 
those frauds. 
I t 
w ould consequently be impossible to select 
a n y tw o men in th e co untry whose a p ­ 
pointm ent to office w ould more sw iftly and 
conclusively destroy all hope of govern­ 
m ental reform , or would m ore em phatically 
a n d unm istakably com m it th e new A dm in­ 
istratio n to positive alliance w ith the cor­ 
ru p t rings President Garfield was fighting 
w ith all his m ight when he w as assassin­ 
ated . 
To believe P resident A rth u r capa­ 
ble of rew arding Gorham , or Dorsey, or 
b oth of them , and especially a t such a

n o t m ake it conrist w ith his promises to 
th e nation to begin his career by singling

A EESUEKA3LE 
TRAIN 
ROBBERY. 


T hs confession of MasoD, th e train rob- 
b ;r, w hich we published yesteraay, ¡3 3 
narrative of one of th e m o:t rem arkable 
crim es on record. 
The preparations m ade 
by th e five young m en who had resolved | 
upon the wreck and robbery of th e over- , 
land express appears to have been only 
less miscellaneous th an those w hich were 
deem ed necessary to th e 
“ hun tin g of 
“ the S n ark ,” as described by M r. L evm 
Carroll. 
W h at th e unsophisticated rob­ 
bers expected to do w ith all th e things 
they had collected together is as y e t u n ­ 
imaginable. 
A ccording to M ason they 
had “ tw o picks, tw o shovels, axes, 
a 
“ wrench, 
h atchet, 
sledge, tw o pair of 
“ gum boots, about seven or eight pounds 
“ of nails, g iant pow der and caps, tw o 
“ bottles of w hisky, several shot guns, a 
“ lan tern and a six-shooter.” 
W h eth er 
th ey expected to shed so m uch gore th a t 
they w ould need th e gum hoots to wade 
through it, can only be conjectured, and 
it is extrem ely difficult to understand 


w hat use th ey expected to m ake of the 
seven or eight pounds of nails, unless they 
th ought th ey w ould w ant them to nail up 
th e coffins of th eir victims. 
T hey also had 
a m onkey-w rrnch ; for w hat purpose no­ 
body can conceive; b u t as th ey forgot 
this am azing tool, and left it behind 
them , perhaps th e failure of th eir en ter­ 
prise may be ascribed to th at act of negli­ 
gence. 
The description of th e w ay in 
which th ey assembled for th e tremendouB 
dead they were bent upon is amusing. 
On th eir w ay to the railroad th ey m et 
F rasier. 
“ I t had been understood th at 
11 he was to m ake a bar, and if he had. not 
“ m ade it we were to postpone th e a tta c k .” 
Judging from w hat followed it m ay bo 
thought th a t his com rades rath er hoped 
Frazier had failed to m ake th e bar, bu t he 
had k ept hia word, and so there was n o th ­ 
ing tor it b u t to go on. 
W hen th ey reached th e railroad th ey at 
once pried up a rail. 
Then th ey “ went 
“ t o a little island of sand near th e tele- 
“ graph pole,” and p u t on th eir masks. 
T hey th en “ took three or four drinks of 
“ w hisky and broke th e bottles, and then 
“ w aited for th e train to com e.” 
B u t th e 
three or four drinks of w hisky were not 
sufficient to sustain their courage, which, 
like th at of Bob Acres, wa3 rapidly oozing 
out a t th eir fingers’ cnd3. 
They in fast 
seem to have broken th e bottles too soon, 
for they very toon began to feel th e need 
of D utch courage. 
T hey had arranged 
everything beforehand. 
“ Stenegal was to 
“ go to th e first engine,” says M ason, 
“ .Rogers to th e second, and Frazier, Shinn 
“ and m yself w ere to go to the express car 
“ and keep th e passengers from coming 
" o u t.” 
Bi t w hen th e train actually a r­ 
rived, and was brought to a stop by the 
removal of th e rail, everybody forgot th eir 
instructions, aud confusion ensued. 
W hen 
the robbers detailed to the express car got 
to it, as th ey supposed, they discovered 
th a t it was a fru it car. 
Then M ason Baw 
Frazier and Shinn standing opposite the 
maii car. 
‘1 They were both standing there 
“ together, 
doing nothing.” 
H e asked 
them w hat th ey were doing—ratherunneces- 
sirily , as it would appear—and rem arked 
th a t “ if th ey were going to do anything, 
“ w hy d id n 't they do it 1” 
B ut a t th a t in­ 
sta n t th ey had ceased to desire to do any­ 
thing except to remove them selves from 
the scene of action. 
A feeble effort was m ade to effect some­ 
thing. 
T he expressm an, who had pu t his ¡ 
head ont of th e window, wa3 told to keep j 
inside, aud ho did so. 
T his how ever was 
th e last dem onstration of w hich th e now 
thoroughly frightened robbers were capable, 
llogers had already disappeared. 
“ J u s t 
“ then Stenegal came down, and I asked him 
“ where lbogera was. 
H e said ho hadn’t 
“ seen him. Frazier then m ade the rem ark 
“ th a t it was ‘ too b ig ; let’3 g o ! ' 
W e 
“ then started and ran into th e bushes.’ 
E vidently Frazier had stru ck a popular 
chord. T hey all thought it was “ too big,” 
and th ey w ere all eager to ran into the 
bushes. 
T he cautious and conservative 
Frazier, having safely reached th e shelter 
of the bushes, m ade th e fu rth er rem ark 
th a t “ we had done enough now, and we 
“ had b etter go hom e." 
Again he had ex­ 
pressed the popular sentim ent, and his sug­ 
gestion was followed. 
W non they m et 
Rogers afterw ards “ th ere were some little 
“ disputes as to who got scared first, and 
“ as to who ran and who d id n 't.” 
BirS 
there was very little room for controversy 
on this point, for they had all “ got scared,’ 
and th ey had all run. 
A nd so th e a t­ 
tem p t to rob th e train ended, and the 
valiant robbers retu rn ed to th eir homes, 
having m ade some effort to cover their 
tracks. 
I t is evident th a t if anybody on th e train 
had fired a sh o t a t th is band of despera­ 
does they w ould have fallen on th eir knees 
and surrendered ; w ould have meekly given 
up th eir gum boots and th eir nails, their 
sledges and axes and giant pow der c art­ 
ridges and caps, and would oven have 
parted w ith the m onkey-w rench. 
.So sen­ 
sitive and nervous a gang of highw aym en 
has in fact seldom or never been heard of, 
and it is plain th a t they had no t a t all 
realized w h at they had to encounter in 
carrying o ut th eir form idable undertaking. 
A t first they were so frightened th a t they 
could not even ran away, for M ason says 
th a t they “ fell dow n ” as soon as they en­ 
tered th e bushes. 
A nd these were the 
fellows who m eant to blow up the express 
safe w ith giant pow der, and to im m olate 
all the train hands and express messengers 
th a t dared to resist them . 
They had p ut 
on m asks and blackened th eir faces, b u t it 
was quite unnecessary, for they w ere so 
terrified th a t probably their own m others 
w ould no t Lave recognized them . 
These 
young men are not professional crim inals, 
b u t m erely hoodlum s, apparently. 
They 
have read new spaper accounts of train rob­ 
beries u n til they w orked them selves up to 
th e belief th a t they could em ulate th e ex­ 
am ple of th e Jam es brothers.

A statement ap­ 
peared in toe R ecord U n io s yesterday, pre­ 
senting the finances of the county. 
There.is 
no it accuracy in the figures used. 
The 
amount of the floating indebtedness is as was 
stated in the report. 
The statement was, 
however, inaccurate in two respecte. 
First, 
an inference is conveyed that the rate of §1 80 
as county taxation for the coming year would 
not more than meet current expenses. 
The 
statement mide by me to your reporter waH 
that S I 80 would discharge the Hiating in­ 
debtedness and meet the current exoensea. 
You represent the entire amount of $C8,500— 
the floating indebtedness—to be drawing in­ 
terest at the rafe of seven per cont., which is 
inaccurate, inasmuch as only the registered 
portion of the fl «atine indebtedness bears in­ 
terest. 
I reproduce the statement previously 
furnished, with some additional comments 
eoncercing the management of the county 
finances:

Last year there was transferred from the 
sinking fund to the general fund $23,000, 
which was paid buck this spring; it was 
mostly used to pay for bridges and repairs. 
This year there was transferred from the 
sinking end .wui. p land funda to the genera! 
fnnd §13,009, which will have to be there 
eight ye»—. 
If, therefore, we cao repay the 
floating debt (which has been mostly created 
during the last two years) by an average levy 
of 1.52!, per cent, it is very evident that the 
usual county expense» of every nature will 
have been about §20,000 less per year for the 
two years than they wexe for the previous 
eight Vf ara. 
In other wtir 's the county, by the usual 
average tax levy, has become possessed of 
property to the amount of the above figures, 
most of which was purchased by the Board 
at the earrest request of the citizens of the 
city t.r.d county, both personally and by pe­ 
tit) us. 
T : o expenses of the County Hospital are 
yearly inc.-asing, there being nvet one thiid 
more patients notv than formerly, which will 
account for an increase of expense for that 
item.

In the foregoing the Auditor corrects two 
minor errors, but confinas r.ll essential state­ 
ment?.

future expenses, which gives SI SO as the 
lowest po. id'ole rate that will raisj sufficient 
revenas to discharge exiitiog obligations and 
mast the current expenses of couaty govern­ 
ment, tho Auditor has omitted altogether the 
casts of litigation just entered upon by the 
county.

It Is to be Abandoned and the Monad 
System A dopted. 
The rcemt d-ci i «n of the Supreme Court, 
declaring the Drainage Act uuc nstitutioaal, 
has ended the hope that the ievee below the 
ci'y would be repaired and strengthened by 
the Drainage Comrnissieners as a part of the 
system of work fcr correcting and improving 
the channel of the Sacramento river. 
A 
. re;! »• ntative of the R ecord U n ion yester­ 
day celled upon W . S. Meefck of this city, 
who is one of the principal land owners ia 
Levee District No. 1, immediately below 
the city, when the following information aud 
views of the situation were obtained, aud 
which will be ot iuterest to readers in this 
city and vicinity : 
Question — Mr. Merick, 
now 
that tbs 
Dr-iin-ce Act has 
been declared uncon­ 
stitutional 
a id 
the 
levees 
in 
Levee 
Distiict No. 1 
are not to be repaired 
from that source, what action will betaken 
with reference to the levee between Y street 
and Freeport? 
Answer—The genera! sentiment of fully 
two-thirns of the residents of the district is to 
do nothing with the levee this season. 
A 
few persons are anxious to repair the breaks. 
This can only be done by volunteer labor, as 
there is no law to collect a dollar of tax for 
this purpose. 
A majority of the people say 
that to repair the break simply ¡3 to make a 
worthless expenditure—«imply putting off a 
few days or weeks a disaster that will event­ 
ually and certainly come. 
There are at least 
twenty places in the levee as dangerous as 
the two places where the breaks occurred last 
spring. 
. 
(¿ —What Í3 the reason fir this actiOD, 
which strongly looks like an abandonment of 
the levee system by the land owners of the 
district ? 
. . . . 
A .—It is this : There ia in this district cot 
to exceed 3,600 acres of tillable land—land 
that produces at all—and 3,600 acres of land 
is not worth enough money to carry the 
burd*n of supporting twelve miles of levee. 
The people say that with no levees at all 
there will be entailed but a loss of the use of 
the land of from tour to six weeks each 
rainy season, and that ia not as bad as their 
recent experience. 
Lust spring, in Yolo 
county, where the levees were totally or sub­ 
stantially destroyed for miles, and the gen­ 
eral sniface of the water was from two to 
three feet higher than on this tide, they got 
their crops of sack vegetables—that is the 
thief crop—into market three weeks sooner 
t'nau we did on this side. 
The reisonis this : 
the levee, unle?s it affords an effective pro­ 
tection, act3 as a dam, and holds the water 
when once upon the land. 
It cannot run off 
when the river recedes. 
Hence the majority 
of the people btlow the city believe that 
unless we can have a levee strong enough 
beyond peradventure to keep the water 
out, 
it 
i» 
le;ter 
to have 
no levee 
at all. 
I bslieve that, without question, a 
large majority "f the land owrers in the dis­ 
trict would to-day go for leveling the levees 
down and building mounds instead, as a 
means cf protection in time of high water. 
In such a case there would be no lost to the 
farmers except as to the use of the land for 
the time the water was upon it, but with a 
levea which does not afford absolute protec­ 
tion, there is entailed every year losa of miles 
of fence, loss of improvements end the conse­ 
quent losses upon a disaster which unexpected 
hooding brings, and which would not occur 
if farmers expected an overflow and were pre­ 
pared every year for it. 
Q.—W hat would it cost to put the levee 
into p. good state of repair at its present 
flight ? 
A .—Not less than §15.000. 
This wonld re­ 
quire a tax of five per cent., or §5 ou §100 of 
all the taxable property in tho district. 
Q —Would it cost that much to make sim­ 
ple repairs to the levee without raising it ? 
A .—Yes. 
To repair the 
breaks them­ 
selves, restoring to the original strength, will 
Cust §5,000 alone. 
There is at least, two 
ailcs iu extent of the lever, at different 
places, where it was cut and sacked for 
gopher boles Ia*t spring. 
To repair the levee 
at these places requires the sacks to be taken 
nut and the dirt dug up so that the fresh dirt 
filled in wtll mix with the old, and this is as 
expeurive as building a new levee. 
Added to 
that, there are a good many places where the 
levee must be increa:-ed in its hight—where it 
ia two feet lower than the general average of 
the ierveer and the top was barely out of 
water last spriug. 
The river front from 
M e.k'ey’s place down to tho old Lovedal 
break is iu a very insecure and dangerem 
condition. Posts were driven in all along last 
wiuter by haud, and bruilr filled iu behind 
the posts. 
During the low stage of water 
sine-,it has cut in below the b¡u:h filling, and 
the levee has caved in, and to repair it at all 
as it should be, it is necessary to drive a long 
line of piles at these places, and fill in anew 
with brush. 
Tneee plucosjare to-day more 
dangerous than the points at which the 
bleaks tccurrcd last spring. 
This is the 
exact condition of the levee3 now, and it ia 
utterly useless to go to work and repair two 
or three, or even a majority of tne weak 
places, and leave the other?. 
Q —Mr. Mesick, to give up the levee sys­ 
tem is to at once give up any use of the lauds 
which would require their cultivation or oc­ 
cupation in winter months ; do you think the 
people there seriously contemplate such ac- 
li jo ? 
A .—I have not the least doubt of it. 
lo r 
myself I have already canceled the lease of 
the tenant upon my farm because of the fail­ 
ure to keep up the levee as was expected 
would be done wheu the leaso was entered 
into. 
I take poascasi «n agaia upon the 1st of 
November next, and I am going to take up 
all my fences end pus them upon the mound 
wliioh is upon my place, aud thus pecuro 
them fr.iiu being washed away and lost. 
Neighbors of miue are engaged in preparing 
to raise their buildings and preparing for high 
water. They will raise their houses and barns 
so S3 to be above the oveiflow, aud take up 
their fences to secure them. 
As to the 
change of the use of lands, the bed of 
the river has already 
been 
raised 
eo 
much 
by deposits that the lands have 
become so wet in winter by seipage, that 
they cannot now be used, or at least only a 
fractional portion of them. 
Not to exceed 
200 acres of the entire district is sufficiently 
dry in the rainy season for alfalta to exist 
upon it, anil upon the remainder it has to be 
seeded annually. 
For myself, I am unquali­ 
fiedly in favor of not touching tho levees this 
fall, allowing the river to fl jw in next win­ 
ter as it will. 
In other words, I am in favor 
of trying the mound system iu place of the 
levee system, and thereby demonstrate that 
if we áre to have a levee system, who ought 
to contribute to its building, for I hold that 
every piece of property that would be injuri­ 
ously affected iu the absence of a levee should 
conlribtite its just proportion towards main­ 
taining such lovee. 
C¿ —Is it anticipated this abandonment of 
the levee aud letting the river fl >w in unob­ 
structed will have any influence, by backing 
the water upon the city, to thus show or 
“ teach” us that we need the protection of 
the levee below the city, and thus secure t’ae 
aid and c >operation of thecily iatbe future ? 
A .—I am willing to answer that question. 
The river flowing in unobstructed will certain­ 
ly dem jnstrate the fact whether Sacramento 
e.n protect herself by cutting herself off, or 
leveeing herself in with th6 Y-street embank­ 
ment. 
If she can, she oaght not to pay a 
cent toward this levee fro u Y street to Free­ 
port. 
If she cannot, she ought to contribute 
to its building and maintenance for her 
own 
protection. 
S i 
with 
the 
conntry 
lying east rf L vce District No. 1. Thousands 
of acres which v believe are as much pro­ 
tected by this levje, as the laud-owners of the 
di strict, are required to bear no part of the 
expense f «r protection. 
If it is shown 
i y the proposed change of system that they 
need this ievee to keep the water from injur­ 
ing th*J D, then they also should contribute 
their share. 
If they should not help us, then 
they will not be affscted when the river runs 
unobstructed over Levee District No. 1. 
It 
is a fact that hundreds of acres of summer 
fallow laud lying to the east of our district 
are not being sown, and will not bo, nntil 
they find out wbat is going to be done with 
the levee. 
1 personally know this to be a 
fact. 
Q —What effect do you expect yonr letting 
the water in at will below the city will have 
upon the Y-Btreet levee? 
A .—We can judge of that by the experi­ 
ence of last winter. 
The water then stood 
in the tales west of the riv.-r, beyond Wash­ 
ington, at 24 feet and 3 inches, by our city 
gauge. 
Y-streat levee is 10 feet high, meas­ 
ured by the same gauge, and cannot be raised, 
from the fact that it starts at Thirty-Srst 
street on the level with the surrounding coun­ 
try, and is built through at that hight. 
For 
that reason, to increase its hight requires ex 
tending it to the high lands at Brighton, or 
running across the e.-wt side ot the city to the 
north levee, and entirely encircliDg the city. 
If the levea below Y street, towards Free­ 
port, had lieen abandoned and out of the way 
last winter, you see, the water would have 
risen five feet above the Y-street levee, ana 
you cm judge what effect it wonld have had 
upon the city of Sacramento^ 
This is the 
situation, as I view it, for this city, and noth­ 
ing further cm be said, so far as I cm see, 
except for us who own property down there 
to go ahead and try the experiment of run­ 
ning matters without any levee.
